In his book "This Tine Fhe World," copyrighted 
in 1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as

The April 4, 1963, issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader," a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, 
again applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered 
dn the State cf Virginia, but tbis request was turned down 
by the Virginia State Cerpcration Commission. This action 
was taken pursuant to an act of the 1962 Virginia Assembly 
which prohibits use cf "Nazi" cr "National Socialism" in 
a Virginia charter. This article further pointed out 
that Rockwell's party is presently chartered in the State 
of Virginia es the George Lincoln Rockwell Party. 


On August 14, 1964, a source advised that the 
ANP - WIFENS was organized by Geerge Lincoln Rockwell at 
his residence in Ariington, Virginia, on February 2¢, 1959, 
as an international "National Socialist" movement based 
on the German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitier.
